The projects 
will undoubtedly be approved but 
not carried out until after the war. 
Th# suggestion made by Welfare 
Secretary O'Hara in her pre <mta- 
' tion of the projects for the local 
institution stated that “these pro­ 
jects are designed to correct con­ 
ditions highly prejudicial to eco­ 
nomical and efficient operation of 
institutions but not accompanied 
with immediate demands for cor­ 
rections.” 
Several projects of * more im­ 
perative nature were presented as

She sent to the house appropria­ 
tions committee a lengthy state­ 
ment of plans for a $9,357,000 im­ 
provement program proposed in a 
bill introduced by Rep.
